REFUSES ACCEPT

give it back. Isn't there any pen- 
altv. except to disgorge?” 

The points emphasized by the 
farmer witnesses were: An en- 
deavor to find out whether penal- 
ties could be assessed for proven 
wrongful acts by power companies, 
and if so, why such penalties were 
not being assessed now; whether 
consumers agreeing to pay a mini- 
mum amount annually for power 
must be held to such payments when 
they were able to show that the 
companies had not delivered the 
power; whether the commission 
took the word of the public utilities 
for rates and so on, or whether it 
went to original sources for informa- 
tion, and why the commission was 
believed by them to be more atten- 
tive to other elements in California 
than to the small consumers. 

Some of these guestions wer? an- 
swered; others went over for later 
presentation. 


VAGUE, DISTANT FORCE. 
One trouble, it was admitted by 
farmer spokesmen, by commission- 


ers and by members of the commit- 
tee, was that too many citizens of 
the State knew the Railroad Com- 
mission only as a vague and distant 
force, and were not aware of the 
rights of any citizen to present an 
informal complaint at any time on 
questions involving the control of 
public utilities. Senator Inman, dis- 
cussing that condition, said the trou- 
ble was that the average man would 
rather pay a small overcharge on his 
light bill, or his telephone tolls, or his 
gas service, than to compiain about 
it, ana that some way ought to be 
devised to protect the thousands of 
small consumers against the aggre- 
gate losses caused by this indiffer- 
ence. 

How power was distributed dur- 
ing the shortage last year also 
came in for question. Some of the 
farmers present wanted to know 
whether it was a fact that power 
was taken from the Sacramento dis- 
tricts and transferred to San Fran- 
cisco, and north, while their irri- 
gation plants were held idle. H. G 
Butler, power administrator, testi 
fied that this was not the case, but 
that summer power production in 
the Bay District was greater thar 
the local needs and that power was 
sent into the sections back of Rich- 
mond instead of being drained from 


them. 
SPECIFIC CASES. 

‘Specific cases of what were said 
to be overcharges were presented 
and discussed, and in some in- 
stances the commissioners were 
able to show that the cases had 
never been brought to their atten- 
tion before today. In cares that 
had been submitted, the witnesses 
said. they had secured refunds o 


readjustments. that they had con- 
sidered satisfactory. 
One case of alleged rebates 


granted to Henry Hewitt of Blk 
Grove, a number of years ago b 
the Western States Gas and Elec- 
tric Company, was discussed at 
length and held over for further 
consideration at Stockton, where 
the commivsion announced, it 
would bring the company officials ir 
by subpoena. 

Hewitt testified that he had oa 
rate of 1% cents a kilowatt hour. 
which on readjustment was doubled 
by the commission, and that he 
signed vouchers for half of the new 
rate until his old contract ran out. 
This, he said, was arranged by the 
interested farmers and the power 
company with the tacit sanction of 
the commiasion.

PRESIDENT IS FIRM. 


Recommendation by the Depart- 
ment of Justice that the ten-year 
sentence of Eugene V. Debs, now 
serving time at Atianta for viola- 
tion of the wartime espionage laws, 
be commuted, effective February 12; 
Lincoln's Birthday, was rejected to- 
day by President Wilson and com- 
mutation refused. 

The Presidents decision came as 
no surprise, because of his previous 
refusals to intervene on the ground 
that Debs had sought to handicap 
the government through opposition 
to the Selective Service Act, and 
that the granting of clemency 
might induce similar tactics on the 
part of others in the event of an- 
other war. 

The case was reviewed by a spe- 
cial board and their findings were 
indorsed by Atty.-Gen. Palmer. The 
findings are understood to have 
pointed out that Debs would be eli- 
gible for parole Aug. 11, 1922, and 
that hie sentence, in case of good 
behavior, would expire Dec. 28, 1925. 
The recommendation is understood 
to have suggested that Debs had 
been adequately punished, He was 
imprisoned June 15, 1919. Petitions 
were presented several months ago 
by union-labor and Socialist leaders.

Senate to Vote on Proposal 
W ednesday. 


Defeat is Conceded by Leaders 
of Both Parties. 


Fordney Bill Will be Held 
Before Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Senate 
Republican leaders, in accordance 
with their program for procedure 
with the Fordney emergency tariff 
bill, today asked unanimous consent 
for a vote February 15, and on ob- 
fection, presented their petition for 


cloture, or limitation of debate. 

Renator Pomerene objected to the 
proposal for a vote February 15, 
after denouncirg the bill as “tax- 
ing about everything that goes on 
the breakfast table of the working- 
man.” 

The cloture petition presented by 
Senator Penrose, in charge of the 
hill, bore names of thirty-four Re- 
oublicans. and will be voted on at 
1 o'clock Wedensday. It requires a 
two-thirds vote for adoption and its 
defeat was conceded by both Repub- 
iicens and Democrats. 

In presenting the cloture plan, 
Senator Penrose said he had ex- 
hausted every reasonable effort to 
get an agreement for voting. Sena- 
tors MeCumber, North Dakota, and 
Borah, Idaho, Repubilcans, served 
notice that in event of defeat they 
would attempt to hold the bill before 
the Senate and make every effort to 
get a vote. 

This notice was regarded as like- 
ly to change plans for laying aside 
the bill in event of failure of cloture. 
It was said that instead of sidetrack- 
ing the bill formally, it probably 
would be laid aside “temporarily” 
from day to day to give considera- 
tion to appropriation bills. Private 
predictions were general, however, 
that there was little prospect of en- 
actment. 

Senator Simmons of North Caro- 
lina announced his support of the 
proposal to vote February 15, and 
Senator Underwood offered no ob- 
jection. The latter, however, de- 
nounced vigorously the proposal fer 
cloture, declaring it contemplated 
“gagging and throttling’ the Sen- 


e.

DARING RUSH AT DAWN. 


Officers Brave Possible Trap to Get 
Kidnaped Mrs. Witherell Out of the 
Hands of Two Desperadoes. 


Level heads, common sense and 
audacious bravery led to the spec- 
„tacular capture of Jack and Floyd 
Carr, professional fiends, whose 
careers of kidnaping vere closed at 


dawn yesterday. Pluck and not 
luck, which often plays a part in 
putting criminals behind  prisvn 
bars. led the vengeful posse to the 
hiding place of the abductors of 
Mrs. Gladys Witherell in the lonely 
hills back of Corona. Premoni- 
tions and “hunches” were eliminated 
by the group of five skilled deten 
tives in their zealous and ceaseless 
search for the two criminals. 

The efforts of these five men had 
never slackened since Tuesday night 
of last week, when a peaceful H- 
lywood home was ravaged and a 
loving young mother was snatched 
from her babe. Fake tips,“ rumors 
and the devilish pranks of cranks 
had sent the detectives through the 
night on innumerable and tiresome 
searches, yet the spirit of the quest

OINT HIGHWAY REPORT. 

A service of incalculable value to the 
people of California has been rendered by 
the Automobile Club of Southern California 
and the California State Automobile Asso- 
elation in their joint report on the high- 
ways of the State, a comprehensive sum- 
mary of which was published in yesterday's 
Times. The report, which is to be printed 


in book form, will also be a valuable refer- 


ence work for highway commissions of oth- 
er States, the government engineering de- 
partments and for use in. engineering 
courses in universities and colleges. 

Copies of the book will be sent to State 
and county highway departments all over 
the country and will undoubtedly have « 
guiding influence on many important high- 
way enterprises. The mistakes made in 
California and the lessons to be drawn frotu 
them are clearly and specifically pointed 
out in the report, so that the work will be 
the means of preventing similar mistakes 
in the future, not only in California, but in 
other States. 

Experience is a wise, if sometimes costly, 
teacher. That some of the California high- 
way construction should prove to be faulty 
or inadequate could not perhaps be fore- 
seen. By pointing out these mistakes, de- 
scribing and analyzing them, the engineers 
of the automobile clubs have performed a 
Valuable service to highway builders every- 
where. 

The State of California has issued high- 
way bonds to the amount of $73,000,000, of 
Which about $39,000,000 is yet unexpended. 
California counties have issued $42,000,000 
in highway bonds. It is estimated that, in 
order to carry out the full highway pro- 
gram, the State will have to raise $100,000,- 
000 more for highways by bond issues. With 
so large a sum of money involved and good 
roads being such a vital factor in the de- 
velopment of the State the matter is one 
of the greatest importance to the people— 
one in which every citizen has a right to 
interest himself, for be is not only paying 
the bill, but is directly concerned in the re- 
sult. 

The report confirm, convincingly ana 
thoroughly, the impression that has gener 
ally prevailed that the large sums of money 
sppropriated for highways have not been 
expended to the best advantage. Although 
many promises have been made since 1910, 
the disagreeable fact remains that there is 
not yet a connected highway the length of 
the State. The trunk highway ts not even 
completed between San Diego and San 
Francisco, nor between Riverside and ‘San 
Francisco. The much-needed, often-prom- 
ised highway between Los Angeles and Im- 
perial Valley still lies in the future. Com- 
munities interested in that road have paid 
@n enormous percentage of the State high- 
way costs. The road should have been com- 
pleted long ago and the large number of 
people interested are properly indignant 
because of the delay. The State Highway 
Commission is again promising action and 


‘expects to have the road from Indio to 


Brawley completed early next summer, but, 
even if that promise is fulfilled, irrepa- 
rable joss has been caused by the failure to 
build the road promptly. 

The automobile clubs, with a combined 
membership of 71,000, made the investiga- 
tion and report when it became obvious to 
them that the State highways already con- 
structed were rapidly deteriorating. The 
consulting engineers of the two organiza- 
tions, J. B. Lippincott for the southern club 
and Howe and Peters for the northern 
club, directed the investigation in their re- 
spective territories. Prof. C. Derleth of 
the. department of engineering of the Uni- 
versity of California; E. J. Brunnier, con- 
sulting engineer of San Francisco, and ten 
other engineers were associated in the 
work. The investigation was begun last 
July and the work has been continuous, sys- 
tematic and thorough up to the time of the 
filing of the report. 

The engineers collected much valuable 
Gata concerning weight, speed and volume 
of traffic and made detailed inspections of 
all paved roads on the State system. Lab- 
oratory tests have been made at the State 
university and an elaborate highway bib- 
Hograpay was assembled. The engineers of 
the two clubs have also prepared extensive 
reports which it is proposed to have printed 
in large volumes. 

The report is undoubtedly the most er 
tensive and comprehensive study of the 
highway subject made in the United States. 
It required five months of continuous work 
and about $35,000. While the report 
unh ingly points out mistakes and er- 
rors of judgment, the criticism is construc- 
tive in character and is bound to have the 
effect of saving valuable time and large 
sums of money to taxpayers both in Call 
fornia and in other States. 

The difficulties under which the State 
Highway Commission was compelled to per- 
form its earlier work are acknowledged. 
The report says that the construction pro- 
grams of 1913, 1914 and 1915 are highly 
commendable and that the mileage of roads 
built in that period in the face of an un- 
salable (percent bond was a most credit- 
able achievement. Cleanness of adminis- 
tration and absence of scandal have been 
noticeable. Wilful waste and extravagance 
cannot be charged and honesty of purpose 
is freely admitted, says the report. 

Criticism of the State Highway Commis- 
tion is summed up as follows by H. W. 
Kellar, chairman of the Roads and High- 
ways Committee of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California: 

“The Highway Commission. is justly 
charged with building inadequate roads and 
persisting in such construction when it was 
evident, even to the layman, that the roads 
would not serve the increasing traffic and 
loads to which they were subjected. They 
failed to observe or profit by the example 
of other States, and there has been an al. 
most total lack of scientific research and 
experimentation on their part. 

“The most serious accusation 
them, and no defense is available. lies in 
their neglect to safeguard the roads they 
builded. The evidence shows that in the 
rebuilding of one road they destroyed with 
thetr own trucks more miles than they re- 
paired, and the destruction was halted by 
this organization. Although legislation was 
initiated and secured by the commission to 
control the loads which might legally pass 
ever the highways. no steps were taken by 
the commission or any other department ot 
the State Government to enforce those acts. 

“It can be safely asserted that the great 
est factor in the rapid deterioration of our 
roads has been due to overloading indulged 
in by the public without let or hindrance 
by the State commission. The roads were 
inadequate and ultimately wovld have suc- 
cumbed to even a regulated traffic, but their 
destruction was hastened by the failure of 
the State authorities to enforce existing 
statutes.” 


— 


Now’s Our Chance 
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tion report that 30.5 per cent of the con- 
crete pavements are in poor condition and 
an additional 19.3 per cent in only fair con- 
dition. Such a condition indicates that a 
portion, at least, of the State highways will 
wear out long before they are paid for, as 
the bonds issued are for long terms. 

It must be taken into consideration that 


-traffic conditions have changed since the 


inception of the State's highway program. 
More trucks and heavier trucks are being 
used now and the demands upon the high- 
Ways are perhaps greater than the com- 
mission could re bly de expected to 
foresee or consider. Concrete pavement 
that was, with good judgment, deemed ade- 
quate ten years ago or so will not stand 
the burden of present-day demands. It has 
long been true, and will continve to be true, 
that the rapid growth of California compels 
frequent changes in building plans, that 
new and larger improvements have to be 
made to meet extraordinary and unexpected 
demands. Virtually, every community in 
the State is confronted with that situation 
end it is not strange that the State highway 
program of a decade ago is now found to 
be out of date. 

But while the California Highway Com- 
mission cannot be blamed for extraordinary 
and unforeseen conditions, it cannot be ab 
solved from the responsibility for many 


_errors of judgment and inexcusable delay 


in completing vitally necessary trunk lines. 
California's highways are of direct impor- 
tance to every community and every ind 
vidual. They have a direct bearing on the 
growth of the State and its industries. The 
people made a splendid investment when 
they voted $73,000,000 of bonds for paved 
roads and additional bond issues will be 
both wise and profitable. 2 
It is of the utmost importance, however, 
that the money appropriated for highways 
be expended as wisely as possfble and to 
the best advantage. The thorongh invest! 
gation of the automobile clubs, therefore, 
is a valuable service and one that should 
be tremendously helpful in the future han- 
dling of the highway system. The report is 
especially to be commended in that it is 
constructive throughout and its whole tenor 
of helpful criticism rather than de 
structive fault-finding. 


OF THE KIDNAPERS. 

Another telling victory of law and jus- 
tice over mercenary villainy was scored in 
Los Angeles yesterday when the police cap- 
tured the abductors of Mrs. Gladys With- 
erell, rescued her from the cabin in the 
canyon where they had secreted her and 
returned her unharmed to her husband an! 
baby. Fact has again proved more thrill 
ing than fiction. Mt is mot in the movies 
alone that the heroine is rescued, the vil- 
iains are punished and the triumph of fus- 
tice is assured. That the abductors were 
clever scoundrels is proven by their con- 
fession that they had successfully kidnaped 
« woman in Denver and another in Seattle, 
that they believed they had invented a sys- 
tem that defied detection. They cynically 
admitted that they had adopted abduction 
as a profession. 

In Los Angeles, however, they encoun- 
tered men in the service of the law still 
cleverer than themselves. They were out- 
witted, outmanouvered, outplotted. They 
tound a community where society is so well 
organized that it is able to protect itself 
against the machinations of the most as 
tute criminals. Justice may wear bandages 
over her eves; but her votaries in this com- 
munity possess what malefactors are be- 
ginning to regard with a superstitious dread 


as a second sight. 


The agony of suspense ts ended. The 
borror which hung over the community has 
been conjured away. Never a romance of 
realistic fiction had a bappier ending. The 
human fiends who deliberately plotted to 
traffic in terrorizing homes and families, 
in putting to the vilest uses the love of 
husband for wife and parent for child, were 
caught in a web of their own weaving. They 
were not betrayed. No fortuitous etreum- 
stance led to their exposure. The superior 
intelligence of the officers of the law en- 
abled them to fathom the method that 
would be used by the kidnapers to get in 
tovch with those from whom they sought 
to extort a ransom and to make that met 
od dieclose their identity. 

Nothing was left to chamee. Tt was not 
alone the quick wit of a telephone operator 
that landed a motor car filled with police- 


men at the public phone station where one 


of the kidnapers was calling the Witherell 
residence within two minutes of the time 
the call was recorded at the central telephone 
station. That call was anticipated and ar- 
ranged for. A governor on the phone con- 
necting with the home of Mr. Withere!l 
registered the station from which the call 
was received. Special officers were waiting, 
like bloodhounds in leash, for such a call. 
They had been waiting for three days and 
their vigilance was finally rewarded. 


One can imagine the surprise of Jack 


| Carr when he stepped from that phone booth 


into the center of the squad of waiting 
detectives. He attempted to brazen it out 
by saying “If you do not release me to get 
back clean in an hour to where I came 
from the skirt will be croaked. We are 
too old hands to be outwitted by a gang of 
bulls.” But the officers were too astute to 
be foiled by such bravado. They gave him 
ten minutes to make a full confession and 
told him he would be lynched [tf he did not 
come through. The hempen rope which 
they displayed spoke with irresistible logie. 

Only those with craven hearts plot such 
unnatural crimes. There has never yet 
been a kidnaper who did not squeal when 
he began to feel the halter draw. Men who 
prey on women and children are the most 
cowardly of all knaves. These things were 
well known to the detectives: it explains 
why they carried a halter along with their 
weapons. Those who have studied the psy- 
chology of criminals know that cowardice 
is their predominant characteristic. Cour- 
age is a form of idealism. It requires a 
true heart: and true hearts do not know- 
ingly risk their lives in false causes. When 
the “bold bandit“ ts once cornered he al. 
most invariably displays a contemptible 
cowardice. Once his own miserable carcass 
was threatened Jack Carr betrayed his con- 
federate and led the officers to the cabin 
where Mrs. Witherell wag held. 


That swift and adequate punishment will 


de meted out to the kidnapers ts assured. 


They are doomed to spend the rest of their 
miserable lives working for the State in 
a penal institution. The misuse that they 
made of their freedom fully justifies the fu- 
ture treatment of them as slaves. It is 
a question whether our laws should not be 
do amended that capital punishment be in 
fiicted on those who attack women and 
children. There are things in this world 
more sacred than human lives, and the first 
of these ts woman's honor. There is scant 
justification in holding an attack upon a 
woman's honor of less consequence than on 
a man’s life. Of this crime, however, the 
kidnapers of Mrs. Witherell were not guflty. 
Confident that they would receive a mag 
nificent ransom for her release, they offered 
ker no physical violence. 


Sighs of relief rose from a hundred 
thousand homes when the news came of 
Mrs. Witherell's release. As long as her 
whereabouts and the identity of ber cap- 
tors were unknown none could say where 
the scoundrels might not strike next. No 
home was safe. But the detection of the 
kidnapers and the release of their victim 
brings a period of five days of horror and 
suspense to a happy ending. The fate of 
the deeperadoes will serve as a warning 
to others of their Uk that Los Angeles pos- 
sesses a police and detective force whose 
vigtlance is unsurpassed.

The punishment for kidnaping 
under Section 208 of the Penal Code 
is one year to ten years in the 
State penitentiary. 

The punishment for kane ping 
for purposes of extortion or robbery 
is life imprisonment. 

Section 208 reads: 

“Kidnaping is punishable by im 
prisonmment in a State prison not 
less than one year nor more than 
ten years. 

Section 209 reads: 

“Every person who maliciously. 
forcibly or fraudulently takes or 
entfoes away any person with intent 
to restrain such person and thereby 
to commit extortion or robbery or 
exact from the relatives or friends of 
such person, any money or valuable 
thing, is guilty of a felony and shall 
be punished therefor by imprison- 
ment in a State prison for life or 
any number of years not less than 
ten.”

How Four Phone Girls Drew 


‘Net Shut on Pair. : 


That 
Sheriffs and Nick Harris detectives 
worked in three teams and estab- 
lished «a tapped-telephone triangle 
in order to capture the kidnapers 


of Mrs. Gladys Witherell was ex- 
plained last night by Nick Harris, 


who followed the investigation 
throughout. — 

After holding two conferences, 
according to Mr. Harris, three 


searching parties, «ach consisting of 
a deputy sheriff. a police officer and 
a Nick Harris operator, laid their 
first trap by sending Mrs. With- 
erell’s father a fake note demanding 
$60,000 ransom. This was intended 
to confuse the kidnapers and draw 
them into early communication with 
the family. 

Two extensions were placed on the 
Witherell residence phone, one 
reaching to the residence of Mrs. 
Witherell'’s father. and the other to 
the home of Dr. James Fendon. a 
neighbor. This established the 
triangle. Detectives took up their 
watches at these telephones and left 
them only as shifts changed from 
day to day. Among those who as- 
sisted in the detail were Deputy 


Sherifie Lips and Anderson, Detec- add 


tive Sergeants Oaks and King. Nick 
Harris and Detectives Brown and 
Morgan from his office. 

“All day and night from Thursdty 
to Sunday we remained at our 
posts.” said Detective Harris 
night, “until the Witherell residence 
was called by one of the kidnapers 
at 16:23 p.m., Sunday. The officers 
at the Witherell residence then lis- 
tened jn on the conversation of the 
kidnaper. In the meantime the 
chief operator called me at Fen- 
don's and told me the kidnaper was 
talking from a drug store at 200 
Bast Fifth street. I knew it was 
impossibie to reach there from Hol- 
Iywood in time to make a catch so, 


as the operator had been previously | 


instructed. she notified Central Sta- 
tion and Detective Sergeants Kahl- 
mever and Stelzriede responded. 
Kahimeyer personally made the ar- 
rest. As to what has happened since 
then, that is known.”
